There’s something glorious about 
Time Bomb, Buckcherry’s latest 
bone-crushing release 








t's nice seeing titties bounce around,’ confesses 
Buckcherry lead singer Joshua Todd, reflecting on 
one of the benefits of playing shows for “college 
chicks.” It's what you'd expect to hear from the rock 
'n’ roll community, whose people are not ashamed 
B to trumpet their unabashed love of all things 
mammary. And that’s the beauty of Buckcherry: This is 
pure Sunset Strip rock. Dumb-as-shit, pretension-free 
and juvenile, it was battered into near extinction along 


with rat-tails and acid-washed jeans more than a a decane 


ago. And now, like it or not, it's back. 

Buckcherry attracted a national 
following almost instantaneously in 1999. 
The now-infamous “I love cocaine” chorus 
of “Lit Up” led to their self-titled debut 
quickly selling nearly a million copies as 
critics trumpeted the arnval of the new 
Guns N' Roses. Such lofty accolades may 
have been premature, but a rock-starved 
public was clearly hungry for long-haired 
dirtbags shouting lyrics about partying, girls | 
and partying with girls. Thankfully, 
Buckcherry served up the pork and beans. 
The follow-up, Time Bomb, is exactly what 
fans are craving: more of the same. 

The temptation to over-produce, over- 
package or infuse hip-hop, a la Kid Rock, is 
smartly avoided here. As the band boasts, 
the album has “no DJs,’ allowing it to pound 
away with bare-boned Harley-bar juKeDOx 
material. On “Whiskey in the Morning,” one 


of Time Bomb’s best tracks, Todd recalls days when Wild 


Turkey came before the Cheenos—no subtext to work out 
there. The rest of the album’s lyrics are exactly the kind of 
brazen, hotel-room-destroying, stripper-banging rock 
celebration that dominated the music landscape during 
the ‘80s. As Gene Simmons put it during Buck's tour with 
Kiss, rock should be “all about pussy and money.’

Have you always sported the schoolboy uniform, 

or was there a time you'd go on stage wearing 

cowboy duds or a tutu? 
In the beginning, I'd wear whatever | thought was 
appropriate, but the schoolboy suit was the one 
that stuck. Once | wore a Zorro suit and a couple 
of times | went out dressed as Superman. | even 
wore a gorilla suit around 1974 or ‘75, and they 
brought me out in a cage. Being in that suit, | 
thought | was going to perspire to death. And | 
couldn't see where | was going—| wandered 
Straight into the audience. 

Did those early crowds seem to embrace the 

schoolboy motif? 
They thought | was a bit of a clown. | remember, 
at a theater on Long Island, a guy kept 
throwing drinks at me.| warned him a da 
couple of times, and then he hit me on 
the side of the head with this metal 
container. So | jumped in the crowd and 
let him have it. | 

No offense, but you're not exactly the biggest 

guy in the world. 
No, and as soon as | jumped off stage and 
saw the height of this guy, | thought to 
myself, “You fool.” Luckily, one of our crew guys 
got me out of it, because this guy was big. But 
| figured if all else failed | could bite him in 
the kneecap. 

Are the fans less hostile in your homeland? 
One time when we were playing a club in Perth, a 
guy grabbed me in a headlock. | pushed him off the 
stage and he went flying into the guy with the disco 
machine, which | must say was quite apt at the 
time. All hell broke loose. The police showed up with 
lot vans and lined the whole club. The sergeant 
asked, “Well, who started it?” and everyone looked 
in my direction. This guy saw me standing there in 
the school suit, looked at my height and said, “No, | 
don't think so.” 

Your last album, Stiff Upper Lip, was recorded in Bryan 

Adams's Vancouver studio. Isn't it odd for a hard- 

rocking band like AC/DC to book a studio owned by 

the guy who whined “Everything | Do, | Do It for You”? 
It was kind of strange, yeah. | didn’t know it was his 
until we were recording, and one day, in walks Bryan 
Adams. Apparently, he’s a nonsmoking vegetarian, 
and here's our lead singer cooking all this meat and 
making bacon sandwiches. With this bacon smell 
floating around everywhere, he walks into the studio 
where the rest of us are, and it’s full of cigarette 
smoke. So that was his introduction to us.

Ever party with the burly Austrian? 
Well, | showed him a dance step for a video. | 
remember when | met him, he picked me up with 
one hand, lifted me to eye level and said, “Hullo, 
Ang-goose.” We had done a track for his movie Last 
Action Hero, and the film studio wanted him to be 
part of the video. | said to him, “It'd be cool if you 
were in the school suit like me.” So they had a big 
school suit made for him. Then the guy directing the 
video said, “Arnold, see that little runaround Angus 
does? Itd be good if you could copy it.” So | showed 
him how to do it. 

When did the whole mooning thing start? 


We were playing an open-air festival in Britain in '76, 


and located between the audience and the stage 
was a big press pit. At one point, this photographer 
girl stood up—she had long blond hair and big 
boobs sticking out. All the males in the audience, 
their eyes just followed this girl as she strutted from 
one side of the stage to the other. | thought, “Well, 
all the attention’s going that way. | got to do 
something to compete with this.” So | 
dropped my shorts. 





When you first toured in the US in 1977, were 


| you shocked to find a country hooked on crappy disco? 


Yeah, but while the mainstream was being pumped 
with the disco thing, we were always able to find an 
audience waiting for some good pumping rock 'n’ 
roll. We played with Kiss and Aerosmith a lot— 
Aerosmith used to know how to throw a party in 
those days. Steven Tyler would drink, somebody said 
it was like 200-year-old port. And Bill Graham used 
to have those Day on the Green shows up in San 
Francisco with people like us, Ted Nugent and Van 
Halen. One time, backstage was filled with reptiles—I 
think he was filming Monsters of Rock. Bon Scott 
liked lizards a lot, so he would grab one of these big 
iguanas and walk around with it wrapped around 
his neck. 
What do you remember most about Bon? 
He was a wild adventure. If he casually said to you, 
“| got a party going somewhere, you want to come?” 
you could expect to be there for about three or four 
days. | remember once he got on a plane in Perth 
and was headed to London. When our tour manager 
went to pick him up at the London airport, of course 
there was no Bon. Three days later, he gets a call:

arise. More user-friendly than other Napster wannabes 
and capable of swapping any type of file, from music to 
porn to the latest copy of Microsoft Office, Aimster 
allows access to the hard drive of anyone on your 
instant messenger buddy list without fear of having 
Lars Ulrich try to break down your door. 


Theoretically, Aimster only lets you swap files with 
people on your buddy list. However, lonely programmers 
with no buddies have already created plug-ins that 
circumvent those restrictions and hook into a huge 
network of MP3-loaded college kids.

With organized brawls and gruesome beatings, inmates in Shelby 
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County, TN, turned their prison into a modern gladiator pit 


arry Graham could have been a cham- 
pion Thunderdomer. At 5-foot-10 and 
220 pounds, the 40-year-old former 
Marine was a monster. But to the gang 
members who ran the Shelby County 
Jail in Tennessee, he was just another 
scrub who refused to fight. He was 

= supposed to be their meal ticket, a 
ringer who could destroy the competition in the 
brutal prison sport of Thunderdoming. In this life 
and death version of WWF Smackdown, there was 
only one rule: You must fight. And you must fight 
whomever the gang leaders paired you up with, or 
face a savage beating from a mob. Graham refused, 
and in April 2000, 16 gang members stormed his 
cell and beat him to a bloody pulp. 

Nine months later he still bears the scars: a 
huge bump on his forehead where he was kicked 
like a soccer ball and a noose mark around his neck 
where he was almost strangled to death. He’s lucky 
to be alive. “Have you ever been kicked in the face 
by 16 people?” Graham asks as he sits in the chapel 
of the Shelby County Penal Farm, far from the 
horror of the county jail. “You start to wonder if 
your skull is going to come apart.”

Every day around 6 p.m., the day room on the 
third floor of the jail transformed itself into the 
Thunderdome, a gladiator pit where inmates did 
battle to determine who was the hardest man in 
this Memphis prison. The brutal sport served two 
purposes: It helped pass the time, and it 
determined power among the mynad competing 
gangs that infested the jail. At the end of the day, 
if you vanquished your opponents with impressive 
cruelty, you'd be crowned champion and given a 
cardboard wrestling belt—covered in aluminum foil 
and adorned with spades, clubs and diamonds—to 
parade around in as though you were Mike Tyson. 

“Whoever was carrying the most weight in the 
pod, whoever was stomping the other ones the 
worst, would be the one to wear the belt that day,” 
says Bill Ferris, a Shelby inmate who was fortunate 
enough to never have been assaulted. Age 50 and 
white, he didn't exactly inspire the other 
combatants to wrestle him. But his proximity to 
the action quaranteed a front-row seat at the 
Dome. On a daily basis, the walls of his cell would 
shake from the sound of bodies slamming against 
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the steel bars. Ferris recalls one instance that was 
typical: “I was in my cell reading and all of a 
sudden my wall started shaking. There was this big 
cluster of guys outside my door and they were 
climbing on top of one another to look inside.” 
Three guys were in there stomping the daylights 
out of a quy they called Black. “They caught him 
by the TV area, where the Gangster Disciples (GDs) 
had their meetings—a violation of gang rules.” 

He was given a choice: Thunderdome or get beat 
down. He didn't want either, so he was savaged for 
his disobedience. “Two men held his legs and 






- Shelby County —

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repeatedly rammed his face into the commode 
while the other guy was beating and kicking him,” 
Ferris recounts. Black was screaming for help, but 
they just beat him harder. One of the cons started 
yelling, “Shut up, punk! Shut up, sissy!” and just 
smacked him in the mouth until he shut up. When 
he stumbled out of the cell, his head was bleeding | 
and his arms were torn to shreds from being 
scraped against the concrete. “If he had called to 

go to medical,” Ferris says, “he could have expected 
another beat-down when he returned. So he 
crawled back in his bunk and licked his wounds.” 

The Thunderdome got underway after dinner 
and went on unabated until the inmates went back | 
to their cells for lockdown at 9:30. Cell doors were 
left unlocked all day, and the GDs used them as 
their private offices, bouncing cons out while they 
held their meetings. Larry Graham had one of the 
coveted rear cells near the TV, out of view from the 
guards. So his cell became the de facto GD head- 
quarters. “I didn’t care if they used my cell,” he 
says. “You don’t buck ‘em; you just do what they 
say.” During their meetings they would sell dope, 
decide the fates of prisoners accused of violating 
gang rules, and select whom they wanted to 
Thunderdome. Larry Graham was one of them. His 
enormous size excited gang members who wanted 
Graham to be their main contender. 

Watching Graham's behavior carefully was 
21-year-old Manuel Gonzalez. Just 24 hours after 
arriving, he got his first taste of the Thunderdome 
when two inmates decided to “practice” on him. At 
a scrawny 5-foot-8 and 160 pounds, with his baby 
face and pubescent facial hair, Gonzalez looks more 
like a waiter at IHOP than a prison brawler.

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“They got me in the Boston crab,” Gonzalez says. 
“IT was pinned on my stomach and they were 
trying to pull my legs all the way behind me while 
lifting my neck.” He could feel his spine fold and 
his vision fade. “I thought they were going to 
break me in two.” But Gonzalez managed to 
wriggle free and kicked one of them in the face. 
His military-issue, steel-toed boots sunk hard into 
the teeth of his attacker. He grabbed the other 
quy by the neck and threw him headfirst into a 
cell. The dull thud of a skull bouncing off the steel 
bars echoed throughout the pod. 

“If you refused to fight,” Gonzalez says, “they 
would come into your cell and hog-tie you with 
rope and beat you.” On a daily basis, inmates were 
savagely stomped for their refusal to take part in 
the activities. “The way it worked was the gangs 
would wrestle each other for the belt. But if you 
were non-affiliated—not in a gang—you'd be used 
as practice. And instead of one on one, there'd be 
like four guys trying to rip your throat out.” 

Gonzalez arrived at the Shelby County Jail on 
a felony charge for stealing police-car sirens. 
Immediately after he arrived, he was told about 
the Thunderdome. “Right after I got in the pod, 
the head GD, Big Frank, took me for a walk and 
explained the jail rules. He told me to never touch

If you 
were somebody big, like a Cnp 
or a Gangster Disciple, then 
you fought one on one, 
otherwise they used us for 
practice, or if they had 
some mercy, they might 
throw somebody else in 
there with you.” 

But worse than not 
fighting was winning. 
Because he wasn’t black or in 
a gang, Gonzalez could never . 
fight for the belt. And since the new 
fish had kicked a little ass, everybody was 
waiting for his day to come. “They were just 
achin’ for Graham ‘cause he wouldn't fight, but 


_ when I beat those guys, I knew I'd get it again.” 


He didn’t have to wait long. Vengeance came in 
the form of a psychotic GD named Enc Walker. “T 
could see the anger in his face and he just started 
swinging wildly at me,” says Gonzalez, who blocked 
the first punch, but was knocked off balance by the 
second. “That's when he started kicking me in the 
face.” Blow after blow smashed Gonzalez’s skull 
onto the concrete floor. When it was over, his face 
was swollen like a balloon and he couldn't open 
his mouth. After receiving barely any medical 
attention, he was left in his cell to recover. 

Unable to eat, the guards gave him cans of

There was blood everywhere, 
seeping from Graham's face and pouring out of his 
mouth, As he struggled and grunted, they yelled 
at him to shut up and stuffed a dirty sock in his 
mouth. Then an inmate leaped from the top bunk 
as if he were diving off the top turnbuckle of a 
wrestling ring. The impact rendered Graham 
unconscious immediately. “When I woke up, there 
was blood all over the floor and it soaked my 
white T-shirt red. I don't know where it all came 
from because there was so much of it.” 

As he sat there, Graham drifted in and out of 
consciousness, having trouble breathing as he 

threw up thick globules of blood, “I 
could see what was going on, but 
my mind was frozen. All! 
could do was sit there.” To 

keep from getting in 
\. trouble, one of the GDs 
mopped up the blood 
in Graham's cell. He 
was then lifted up and 
told to walk to the 
shower with four GDs 
escorting hum. They 
stripped him down and 
washed the blood off him, 
Y thenescorted him back to 
his cell and dressed him in 
clean clothes. “They threw out all 
my sheets and clothes, anything 
| | that had blood on it, you know, to 
get rid of the evidence. I was still out of it and they 
just laid me down in my cell. I kept hoping to see 
an officer, but I never did.” During the next four 
hours, Graham lay there in a sermi-conscious state, 
wheezing and gurgling blood in his throat. 

After an anonymous prisoner screamed loud 
enough for the guard (and was later beaten about 
the head as a result of it), Graham was taken to 
the med. “By that time, my eyes were beginning 
to blood clot and I was having trouble seeing.” 
After a few hours, they were blood red and, along 
with the vicious rope mark around his neck, 
Graham looked like a monster. It took several 
more weeks for him to breathe normally again, 
but his eyes remained bloodshot for months. 

Graham's attorney, Adam Glankler, who 
represents Manuel Gonzalez as well, has filed suit 
against the sheriffs department and the city of 
Memphis for the Thunderdoming. He believes 
both men will receive some compensation for their 
injuries. A Memphis judge recently ruled that the 
jail was responsible for all the incidents and will 
be held in contempt of court if they don’t do 
anything to remedy it. Curtis Schumpert, a quard 
at the jail for more than 20 years, offers the 
following perspective: “The guards are fearful for 
their lives and they won't do anything. If you 
walked off the street and were thrown in here, 
you'd think you'd landed in absolute hell.” Today, 
Graham is fully recovered and only days from 
release. Compensation or not, his one goal is to be 
released—before the Domers get him one last 
time. “The guys that beat me are getting out of 
lockdown any day now. I want out.” FHM

‘GUARD, BRING MY TEA TO THE PATIO’ 


Welcome to Club Fed, where doing timeis just astate of mind

to one of the 27 minimum-security federal 
prisons, affectionately known byinmates as 
Club Fed, your prison cell may very well be nicer 
than your real home. And with amenities like a 
full-time concierge, tennis pros and seafood 
dinners, you may never want to leave. 


G oing to prison doesn’t have to be all shank 


The former home to Heidi Fleiss and junk-bond 
king Michael Milken is set on an abandoned 
Army base 40 miles east of San Francisco. There 
are no fences or razor-blade wire, and the guards 
don't carry weapons. Inmates are housed in 
three converted yellow barracks, separated by 
well-manicured lawns. The rooms look like col- 
lege dorms with blue linoleum floors, wooden 
desks by the windows and a pair of bunk beds. 
Highlights: Dublin boasts a salad bar, VCR rental 
and a full range of activities, including yoga and 
aromatherapy. Stay fit by using the weight room, 
volleyball courts and asphalt running track. 


Like a seaside resort, Eglin is the crown jewel of 
the federal prison system with its sunbathing 
inmates and commissary that serves cappuccino. 
The only drawback is the noise from jet fighters 
at the adjoining Eglin Air Force Base. But beyond 
that, Eglin is pure country club. Take a jog along 
a wooded foot trail, lawn bowl, play tennis or 
just unwind in front of the wide-screen TV. 
Highlights: The commissary sells fancy Italian 
coffee, two kinds of Ben and Jerry’s ice cream 
anda full array of sporting equipment. You can 
also sunbathe on a private bay and play basket- 
ballon a court with an electronic scoreboard. 


Although they upgraded the former king of 
country-club jails—once housing most of the 
Nixon administration and inside trader Ivan 
Boesky—to a real jail with armed quards and 
razor wire, it still boasts a fabulous California 
climate in a garden setting amidst palm, pine

a remote area of north central Pennsylvania. 

With its mountain views and mynad activities, it 
mostresembles an Austnan spa. Inmates wear 
their own clothing while participating ina 
continuing-education roster of classes, includ- 

ing drama, ceramics and furniture-making. Less 
active inmates may take the sun ona patio | 
equipped with umbrellas and lounge chairs. | 
Highlights: Allenwood boasts a full-time tennis 
pro, a computer finance center, a barbershop 

and world-class cuisine (octopus in garlic sauce, 
anyone?) that can be charged to an account. 


When the Queen of Mean Leona Helmsley and 
the Reverend Sun Myung Moon gotsent tothe 
slammer, they went to Danbury, with its 348 
rolling acres and beautiful lake. Referred to as 
“campers,” inmates are free to walk its bucolic 
hills and meadows. Housing here leaves much 
to be desired as inmates are crammed into 
dorm-style cubicles with 100 other inmates. 
Highlights: Campers get to play baseball, 
soccer, tennis and handball.

t was billed as a high-speed, action-packed road 
race.

Tobias Schneebaum on collecting skulls, drinking jungle spit and eating human flesh 


As ayoung man, you won a Fulbright to goto 

Peru and paint. What business does an artist have 

traveling to such dangerous places? 
When I was young, I went to Coney Island with 
my mother and brothers and saw a sideshow 
called The Wild Man of Borneo. It was so exciting 
tome. Ithought, “That's where I have to go.” 

While in Peru, you were missing and reported 

dead. What were you doing with yourself? 
I met an archaeologist who liked my drawings 
and we became friendly. He told me about a 
Catholic mission deep in the rain forests. So I 
decided I would go see it. [tried to get directions 
ata small hotel right before going into the jun- 
gle. Well, that’s a euphemism. It was a whore- 
house and it had the only bed around. They only 
told me, “Keep the river on your right.” So I did. 

What was your first human encounter in 

the jungle? 3 
When I finally got myselfto the mis- 
slon, seven or eight days later, aman 
came out ofthe jungle, this extraor- 
dinary man with feathers stuck in 
his cheeks, complaining that peo- 
ple from his tribe had been killed by 
another tribe. Needless to say, that 
was where I wanted to go. 

What was your first contact like? 
I followed him, and after the third 
or fourth day, I saw froma distance 
what looked like red blossoms, arow 
of them. Then I realized that they 
were people who had painted them- 
selves. Sol slowly approached them, 
a little at a time. I had taken my 
clothes off when I first saw them to show that I 
didn't have weapons. So here's thisnaked white 
Jewish boy greeting them. When I was close 
enough, I put my hand onthe shoulder of one of 
the men, and he got up and looked at me and 
threw his arms around me and hugged me. 

It's not your average vacation. What did you do 

with yourself? 
[had no means of communicating with them 
other than body language, but they were very 
friendly and very affectionate. They had to make 
bows and arrows, and hunt, and they had to find 
casaba, and someone had to harvest it. The dif- 
ficult part for me was trying to shoot the bow and 
arrow so I could get some protein. 

Sounds idyllic. What made you decide to leave? 
One morning, about seven or eight months after 
I got there, they were painting themselves with 
designs I had never seen before, The women had 
dipped their hands into the paint up to their fore- 
arms and looked like they were wearing gloves. 
Around five o'clock, they invited me to go along 
with them, to what I assumed was a hunt. 

How was this hunt different than other ones? 
Well, the next thing I knew we were qoing offto 
raid another tribe. There was running and

screaming, everyone hollering. And my friends 
were killing people. There were eight or so peo- 
ple in myqroup, and they were hunting men and 
women—the men they killed and the women 
they took along. Maybe they needed more 
women for procreation purposes. 


How did you, a westerner completely out of his 
element, react to hunting humans? 


Icouldn’t face it. I was apart ofthat group. Iwent 
into one of the huts and sat there shaking for a 
while, just in shock. And then one of my closer 
friends came up to me and took a spear and 
forcibly held my hand to the spear, then jabbed 
it into somebody who was already dead, which 
was not a pleasant experience, 


How do you come down after doing something 
so intense? 


Afterward, we sat around the fire and the women 
were making masato—the women 
chew casaba, then spit itinto a bowl 
and leave it for awhile, and it fer- 
ments. It wasn't the most pleasant 
taste—it was saliva after all—and I 
didn’t get drunk or anything, but 
they got drunk because their bodies 
were used to it. I drankit as the bowl 
came by, and then suddenly I was 
handed a piece of flesh, asmall piece, 
which late. And then I got up and 
threw up. It turned out it was human 
flesh. That was when I began think- 
ing, “I've got to go.” 

That was your only response to 
eating a piece of human? 

That was the only real reaction I had. 
I didn't run around screaming or anything. But 
that night I didn’t sleep at all. I've pushed it so 
far back into my memory so that even now] don't 
remember what the piece looked like, but I 
remember it was small. I know I've done some- 
thing I regret, but I'm not ashamed. Although 
I'm told that I still wake up in my sleep and I'm 
screaming, I never remember my nightmares. 
And I don't want to. 


I have to ask: What does human taste like? 


I'd say it tasted like pork. 


How did you leave after that? Weren't you afraid? 


I left under the cover of dark, at about 4:30 in 
the morning. I left everything behind. I didn’t 
want to carry anything that would remind me of 
that incident, There was partly a sense of disil- 
lusionment. [thought they were positively beau- 
tiful people. But there’s a heart of darkness. 


Have you ever been to places that you've despised? 


When I was in southern Mexico inthe late 1940s, 
I was trekking through the jungle when all of a 
sudden about five men were pointing at us with 
bows and arrows, They took us to their home, 
and when we went into the house, they were shit- 
ting on the floor—of their own house. It wasn’t 
to my taste. 


In all your travels, have you run into any trouble? 


I was asked by a museum and the Smithsonian 
Institute to collect human skulls while I was in 
New Guinea. I asked a group of people from avil- 
lage I had traded with if they had any skulls. They 
did, but the skulls were undecorated, so in three 
days I returned after they had decorated them. 
For the first one, I said I'd take the one head for 
a couple steel axes and a few razor blades and 
some fishing line and hooks. They looked at what 
I was giving and their mouths fell open. So we 
traded until hadall their skulls and some shields 
and necklaces and they had nothing else left to 
trade. But then the chief came up to meas! was 
packing up my stuff and said, “What are you 
doing? You can't take all that out of here. This is 
areciprocal society! You're here now and part of 
ourvillage and have to leave it here for us!” I said, 
“What do you think I've been doing all this time? 
Iam going to take it.” He starts to get really 
worked up and then thumps his chest against 
mine and says, “You're not taking this out.” 


How do you calm an angry headhunting chief? 


I thought a minute and said, “You mean to tell 
me I've been here for six hours and you didn't 
offer me any food or drink?” That's an important 
custom in their society. They all got so embar- 
rassed that they backed down and let me leave. 


Any experiences with other untouched cultures? 


I was in a place in New Guinea where no west- 
erners had been before, completely untouched. 
We were in a helicopter, but we couldn’tland, so 
we had to jump out from about 20 feet high. It 
was just me and the other pilot. And this crowd 
of people that came to watch us fled into the jun- 
gle because they were terrified of this monster 
inthe sky. So I began waving this machete, and 
they were all attracted to it right away. They had 
heard about metal but had never seen it. 


Isn't that a pretty risky venture, dropping down 
into a pile of frightened natives? 


We had made an arrangement that if we were 
attacked, the helicopter would come down for 
us, But there was no need, because everyone was 
hiding in the jungle. So after awhile, the men 
came out from the jungle and began shooting 
their arrows. Iknewthey weren't shooting at us, 
but the poor pilot who was with me panicked. So 
the men from the village were running forward 
and then backward, each time coming a little 
closer until we were just a few feet away. And I 
hear this voice: “Tobias, Tobias, let's get out of 
here! They're going to kill us!” And then a few 
seconds later I hear, “Damn, I just shit my pants.” 
It turns out they were just welcoming us.

When a weakness in the groin area 
causes the membrane-like sac cover- 
ing your intestinal tract to protrude 
into the groin, you have a hernia. In senous 
cases, a hernia can go all the way into your scra- 
tum, but it's unusual and you'd know it—it's a big 
sac. The pain can vary, but if you're active, you ll 
probably feel discomfort.

What you describe is probably not related to 
a hernia, but the epididymis—the coiled, tubular 
structure on the back of the testicle. If the pain 
is in the testes, I'd be concerned that it’s chronic 
epididymitis, which is an inflammation. Unlike 
the sudden form of this condition known as 
acute epididymitis, which is caused by bactena 
or a virus, chronic epididymitis is not caused by 
infection, and antibiotics can’t cure it. The good 
news is that except for a little pain, there aren't 
serious long-term effects, and there are a 
number of treatments to ease the pain. It's 
impossible to diagnose your condition simply 
from your letter, however, so you should 
definitely check with your doctor.

The interior of your nasal passage is divided 

by a cartilaginous septum. The nasal sep- 

tum, turbinates (small curved bones) and 

sinuses serve as air conditioners that filter and change 

the temperature of the air you inhale. Blunt trauma can 
result in a fracture or displacement of the normal anat- 
omy, resulting in a deviated septum. Other conditions that 
may obstruct nasal passage are allergies, infections, 
polyps and foreign bodies (ever lose a little toy as a kid?). 
Your obstruction may be treated surgically with scalpels, 
hammers and chisels, or endoscopically, using tiny scopes 
and instruments to minimize scars and hasten healing. 
Your first step is going to an ear, nose and throat specialist, 
who can figure it out for you and suggest a treatment. (MM)
